JFOItttKJB. 


Jodge Folger iii inclined to look upon 


his overwhelming; defeat in New York 
us a serious rebuke to himself and the 
present administration, which makes it 
.morally obligatory upon him to tender 
his resignation AH Secretary of the Treas- 
ury; and the general impression in 
Washington is that he will withdraw 
•from the Cabinet as soon aa he has 
completed bis annual reports. 
He is 


probably of the opinion that a man 
whose candidacy has been so over- 
whelmingly rejected has, in a measure 
at least, lost his power for good to the 
Administration, of which he is a part, 
and that to remain longer in. official life 
•would be simply forcing the Adminis- 
tration to carry so much dead weight. 
Whether or not his views in the matter 
are well founded, here are many men 
of high standing and influence in the 
country who sharo in the Judge's opin 
ion in this particular and will not hesi- 
tate to advise him to withdraw irom the 
'Cabinet, and it is strongly hinted that 
.such a course will meet the approval of 
the Presideut. An experienced politi- 
cian holding an official position of great 
responsibility, a friend of the Adminis- 
tration, and himself a stalwart Republi- 
can, has said that he has seen reason 
siuoe last Tuesday to believe that Fol- 
ger's resignation was expected by th* 
President, and that if it was not ten- 
dered the freezing-out process was like- 
ly to be resorted to. This gentleman 
«aid that numerous important changes 
in the Treasury Department were under 
consideration, and 'will probably be 
made very speedily. 
If Judge Folger 


remained at the heud of the Deparlmen 
he might find his recommendations for 
appointments ignored, 
and removals 


and appointments might bo made with 
out his previous knowledge or approval 


The Alta thinks that South America 


•will undoubtedly be the nest field for 
railway 
enterprise and construction. 


The central portion of that continent is 
as yet an untouched field, and the time 
is approaching when it will be founc 
profitable and necessary to connect i 
with the east and west coast by railways 
Descriptions of the extent and fertility 
of the soil, the richness and variety o 
the products of this wonderful territory 
would seen extravagant, although thej 
would ba far within the truth.

them. 


Amid the general rout, the regular 


Republicans of Pennsylvania, consider- 
ing the odds against them, have made a 
a better stand than expected. While the 
party in New York, with only the Dem 
ocratio ticket to fight, has lost the State 
by anywhere between one and two lum 
dred thousand, the Pennsylvania He 
publicans, with two tickets of their own 
and 
strong Democratic nominations 


against them, are not more than 30, 
000 in the minority. It is evident tha 
the Independent candidates did no 
make so strong a run as expected" anc 
neither could the disaffected llepubli 
cans haye voted for the Democratic Gov 
ernor m such numbers as some looker 
for them to do. Pennsylvania is safe 
enough for 1884. 


The case of the Piute Indians, who 


were taken from their tribo and homes 
in California, and located on a distau 
reservation among strange people, has 
been brought before the War and Into 
rior Departments by General McDowell 
in his last annual report.

that their return to their tribe an 
homes hliould not be considered a ques 
tion of convenience or economy, but a 
matter of good faith and mercy.

Several years ago it- was an 
nounced that the Central Pacific Com 
pauy would plant trees along its em 
bankmeuts and nnticipatnd considerabl 
profit from the growth of limber, bn 
either from the belief that the tree 
would increase the danger of fire or fo 
some other reason the plan was aban 
doned.

)hoid-pnenmoniai which, disease now 
las its bony claws upon the town. The 
JOURNAL of yesterday morning says: 


"Cases of typhoid-pneumonia are be- 


coming alarmingly frequent, and thrae 
deaths have already resulted from tha 
Us ease. 
It can all be traced to the de- 


eotive sewerage of Reno and the filthy 
condition of the numerous cesspools 
and back-yards. 
A walk through the 


alleys and baok-yards reveals filth, gar- 
bage and stench rioting everywhere 
nearly. 
There is too much of the 


waited sepulchre business in the clean- 
in ess of the town. While many people 
are careful to keep the street fronts of 
,heir premises in fair order, the baok- 
rarda are neglected, and filth is dumped 
;here so recklessly that they .would he 
ashamed to have in the front. The late 
rain will increase the miasma of the 
muck and garbage heaps, and surely 
add to the death rate." 


In some parts of this city, previous tc 


/he big fire, there were numerous fatal 
cases of typhoid fever. Our physicians 
mow that no such thing ought to bo 
iiere in the free, pure air of the rcoun- 
.ain top, and, while prescribing for the 
sick, invariably made it their business 
;o look up and point out the cause of 
the sickness. 


This was very frequently found to be 


in open privy vaults near the residences 
of the afflicted. 
In one house where 


several members .of the family were 
stricken down, and where one or two 
children died, the floor was taken up 
and beneath was found a pool of stag- 
nant water several inches in depth, 
which water came from a liberally irri- 
gated garden upon the premises. 


In another building in which occurred 


several fatal cases of typhoid t'over, a 
thorough search finally resulted in the 
finding of an old privy vault beneath 
the dwelling, which vault had been 
filled up years before and the existence 
of which was probably unknown to 
those who built the house over the 
spot. 


Our big fire purged the city of a vasl 


deal of filth, and since then more atten- 
tion has been given to the sanitary con- 
dition of the place, though in some 
quarters filth is no doubt again accu- 
mulating that will in time make itself 
manifest in the usual way, and to the 
increase of coin in the purse of the un- 
dertaker.—[.Enterprise. 


The same causes are producing the 


same effects in Reno as well as on the 
Comstock. 
The garbage heaps grow in 


size and intensity ol filth, until they be- 
come a source of pestilence, then a fire 
comes along and a general swipu ou 
takes place which remedies matters for 
a time. The only fault to be fount 
with this arrangement is that the clean 
are burnt out as well as the unclean 
which causes the justice of the remedy 
to appear out of proportion. 
Still as 


the rain falls alike on the just and the 
unjust, unless the latter has a borrowed- 
for-keeps umbrella, which is generally 
the case, so the clean'y hoasekeeper is 
the greatest sufferer generally by such 
cleansing fires. 


THE BEST BEMEDX 


For Reno to exercise in her own behal: 
is to get up from her lethargy and clean 
and dust the town thoroughly. Even i: 
spasmodically done it would be a grea 
improvement on the present routine. Ii 
is by no means a pleasant matter to be 
showing up the whited sepulchre that 
Reno is. Many Renoites apparently 
believe that it hurts the town. Even 
so; what is the material benefit of Reno 
when every other day a human holo- 
caust is offered up ou the altar of its 
God of Death and Filth? 
A humen life 


is wortk infinitely more than material 
property, and to invite a fresh addition 
to Reno's population, while killing off 
the young and weak and old, is a mon- 
strous sarcasm. 


ANOTHER SEASON 


To which the diseases now rampant in 
town mny be ascribed, is tha unfortun- 
ate careless habit that the C. P. 11. R. 
Co. has in relation to their private 
closets on their cars. Instead of using 
earth closets in each car which could be 
emptied into convenient vaults along the 
line of the road, every oar distributos 
both olvinal, urinal and defeoational 
germs of disease throisghou. the extent 
of the road. While under ordinary con- 
ditions the state of the track would be 
offensive to the sight and nostrils of 
Reno people, 
the 
conditions under 


which people from the East, especially 
emigrants, arrive in this State, are 
especially favorable to the development 
of contageous diseases. They arrive 
here unacclimated and frequently an 
emigrant c.u- is a hot-bed of disease. 
Have not many too, noticed the number 
of invalids passing through*Reno, many 
of them prostrate on their backs from 
diseases which are liable to leave their 
germs after them? 
The researches of 


the great French analyst, Pasteur, have 
shown how diseases are propogated in 
germs and only require a fruitful human 
soil to develop them into full activity 
and danger. 


ALL ALONG THE TBACK 


From Omaha to Reno may be found the 
excrements of multitudes of human be- 
ings iu various conditions of health. 
Were only one-hundredth hart of these 
dangerous, it would still be u source of 
infinite physical danger to scores of 


human being*. Not only along tha line 
of the track ;doeu ,tbe greatest danger 
lie.' The excrement of a diaeased man 
under the influences of sun and air 
scatters to a great distance and produces 
a thousand fold evil results. Systems 
are undermined, 'young people, are pros; 
trated and old succumb—all on account 
of the germs of the disease left lying 
beside the railroad (rack: This infa- 
mous trifling with the health of whole 
cities ought to be chepked.
